WARRANT. 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Plymonth, in the 
County of Grafton, in said State, qualified to vote in 
town affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Plymouth on Tuesday, the 10th day of March next, at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers Ffor the year 
ensuing, and one library trustee for the term of three years 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make ap- ~ 
propriations of the same. 


3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for the repair and preservation of highways, and the con- 
struction of sidewalks. 


4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise or appropriate for firemen. 


5. Tosee what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise or appropriate in addition to that required by law for 
the support and maintenance of its free public Jibrary. ) 


6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Se- 
lectmen to guarantee the cost of printing the town history 
in case it be ready for publication before another town 
meeting. 

7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise or appropriate for the decoration of soldiers’ graves. 
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8. To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men to borrow money to pay the debts of the town and 
give notes therefor countersigned by the town treasurer. 


9. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to 
construct a band-stand on the public common in the village 
and defray the expense. thereof from any funds not other- 
wise specifically appropriated. 

10. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to 
construct a tool-house in the public cemetery, and defray 
the expense thereof from any funds not otherwise speci- 
fically appropriated. 

11. To see what action the town will take for the im- 
provement of its highways for winter travel. 

12. ‘To see if the town will instruct its highway agent 
to purchase an additional snow-plow for clearing sidewalks. 

13. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
highway, or any part thereof, extending from Highland 
street in Plymouth, northerly past the dwelling of John G. 
Fletcher. | 

14. To see if the town will vote to establish a police 
court in and for said town, and provide suitable compensa- 
tion for a justice thereof. 

15. To take the sense of the qualified voters whether 


the alteration and amendments of the constitution proposed 
by the constitutional convention shall be approved. 


16. To see what provision the town will make for 
building, hiring or leasing a hall to be used for holding 
town meetings and other town purposes, and to instruct the 
selectmen relating thereto.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN HISTORY 
COMMITTEE. 


The death of the Rev. Moses T. Runnels in March 
1902 compelled the employment of a new Historian. The 
Rev. J. L. Merrill was engaged, but he had hardly entered 
upon his work when ill health forced him to relinquish it. 
The committee then conferred with the Hon. Ezra S. 
Stearns, now a resident of Fitchburg, Mass., but a New 
Hampshire man, well known as an expert genealogist and 
an experienced historiographer. Finally an agreement 
was reached by which Mr. Stearns was to complete the vol- 
ume of genealogy, write the volume of annals and supervise 
the publication of the entire history. For these services 
he was to receive twelve hundred dollars. Partial pay- 
ments were to be made from time to time as the needs of 
Mr. Stearns required and the money furnished the commit- 
tee by the town permitted, but final payment was to be de- 
ferred until both volumes were printed and ready for distri- 
bution. Mr. Stearns began his task at once. The fol- 
lowing extract from a letter recently received from him by 
the committee shows what progress has been made. 

“Since I began work on the History of Plymouth I 
have had no other employment and no care which has de- 
manded time or attention. 

At this time I have copy for 600 pages. The whole 
family registerand the volume of family records is about 
complete. There are several places in the copy that I hope 
to fill more fully and I am seeking new and additional facts. 

It is my plan to begin at once on the volume of town 
history and have the other volume at hand ready for amend- 
ment as facts are secured. 

There are a few chapters of the town history that can 
be written out with the facts and papers in my _ possession, 
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but several chapters cannot be completed until I have made 
a study in Plymouth. 

It has been my purpose from the first to get the work 
in shape so I could be in Plymouth in May and June next— 
and of course at other times as conditions dictated. 

If desired I can hand the two volumes to the commit- 
tee completed (that is, a complete manuscript copy) about 
February 1, 1904 but I should prefer to put in a little more 
time. You desise a complete work and I have a reasonable 
ambition to make it complete.” 

It-is not the intention of the committee to ask for any 
additional money at the coming town meeting but in 1904 
about five hundred dollars will be needed for the final pay- 
ment to Mr. Stearns. It is desirable that the authority 
given the selectmen last year to guarantee the cost of print- . 
ing whenever a volume is ready for publication be continu- 
ed during the coming year.
